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SUBJECT: CHILEAN COMMUNIST SPEAKS OUT IN KINGSTON TRANSIT LOUNGE 

1. LUIS CORVALAN, SECRETARY GENERAL OP THE CHILEAN COMMUNIST 
PARTY, PASSED THROUGH KINGSTON ON JUNE 12 ENROUTE PROM HAVANA 
TO CARACAS. DURING HIS TWO-HOUR STAY IN THE TRANSIT LOUNGE, 
CORVALAN HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO TALK TO THE PRESS. ACCORDING 
TO "THE GLEANER" OP JUNE 14, CORVALAN URGED THE UNITED STATES 
TO WITHDRAW THE CIA PROM CHILE AND TO END SUPPORT OP THE 
"FASCIST REGIME" OP PRESIDENT PINOCHET. CORVALAN SAID THAT 

HE HAS AN OPEN MIND ABOUT THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION, BUT 
BELIEVES THAT THE VIGOROUS COMMITMENT TO THE PROTECTION OP 
HUMAN RIGHTS WHICH WAS EVIDENT IN LAST YEAR'S PRESIDENTIAL 
CAMPAIGN HAS WANED. HE ADDED THAT WHILE THE PRESIDENT 
THEN CONDEMNED "PASCIST INPRINGEMENT OP HUMAN RIGHTS" 

HE NOW OPPOSES VIOLATIONS IN SOCIALIST COUNTRIES. 

ACCORDING TO THE PRESS ACCOUNT, CORVALAN WAS MET AT THE 
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AIRPORT BY CUBAN AMBASSADOR RAMON PEZ PERRO, JAMAICAN 
HOUSING MINISTER TONY SPAULDING, MINING MINISTER DUDLEY 
THOMPSON AND BY TREVOR MUNROE, GENERAL SECRETARY OP THE 
WORKERS LIBERATION LEAGUE. 

2. CORVALAN'S STOP-OVER ALSO ATTRACTED THE ATTENTION 

OP THE JAMAICAN GOVERNMENT'S INPORMATION ORGAN, THE AGENCY 
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FOR PUBLIC INFORMATION (API). API FOR REASONS NOT ALTOGETHER CLEAR 
PUT OUT TWO RELEASES ON CORVALAN; NEITHER MADE ANY DIRECT 
REEERENCE TO THE UNITED STATES ALTHOUGH WE COULD NOT HAVE 
BREN FORGOTTEN. THE FIRST RELEASE COMMENTED BRIEFLY ON 
THE CHILEAN COMMUNIST'S CAREER AND THEN LAUNCHED INTO 
A SERIES OF QUOTES IDENTIEYING JAMAICA WITH THOSE 
OPPOSED TO THE PINOCHET GOVERNMENT. CORVALAN REPORTEDLY 
SAID THAT HE HAD LONG LOOKED FORWARD TO VISITING 
JAMAICA IN ORDER TO EXPRESS "THE GRATITUDE OF THE PAT- 
RIOTIC FORCES IN CHILE EOR THE SYMPATHY AND SOLIDARITY " 

SHOWN BY THE JAMAICAN GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE, ANF FOR 
JAMAICA'S "STAND AGAINST THE INFRINGEMENT OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS IN CHILE". AETER LAUDING EORMER FOREIGN 
MINISTER DUDLEY THOMPSON EOR HIS STAND AT THE OAS 
CONFERENCE IN CHILE LAST YEAR, CORVALAN SAID, "THE 
CHILEAN PEOPLE ARE CONVINCED THAT THE JAMAICAN 
GOVERNMENT, WORKERS, EARMERS, YOUTH, INTELLECTUALS, 

ARE WITH US AND SHARE OUR STRUGGLES." 

3. THE SECOND API RELEASE DEALT WITH THE INIQUITIES 

OF THE PINOCHET GOVERNMENT, AND LEFT THE IMPRESSION 
THAT THE API REPORTER, CARRIED AWAY BY CORV ALAN'S 
ENCOMIUM TO JAMAICA, FORGOT TO INCLUDE A REFERENCE 
TO THEM IN HIS STORY. THUS, THE SECOND ACCOUNT 
STRESSED THAT UNDER THE PRESENT CHILEAN GOVERNMENT, 

2500 PERSONS HAVE DISAPPEARED "JUST AS IE THEY WERE 
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SWALLOWED UP BY THE EARTH." "NOBODY IS SAFE IN 
CHILE AS LONG AS PINOCHET CAN GET AWAY WITH THE DIS- 
APPEARANCE OF PEOPLE ". THE CHILEAN COMMUNIST RE- 
PORTEDLY WENT ON TO SAY THAT TIME IS ON THE SIDE OF 
THOSE OPPOSING PINOCHET, AND SAID THAT MANY WHO HAD 
INITIALLY WELCOMED THE COUP HAVE JOINED IN OPPOSING 
IT. HE MADE SPECIAL REEERENCE TO THE CHRISTIAN 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY WHICH HE SAID HAS NOW BEEN DECLARED 
ILLEGAL. 

4. COMMENT: API'S DECISION TO ISSUE ITS RELEASES ON 
CORVALAN'S STOP-OVER WAS AS UNEXPLAINED, GIVEN THE 
FACT THAT THE PRESS COVERED THE BRIEF STAY, AS WAS 
THE APPEARANCE OF TWO RELEASES. WE ASSUME THEY 
REVEAL A DESIRE BY THE JAMAICANS TO BE SEEN ON THE 
SIDE OF THE SOCIALISTS - THUS PRESERVING THEIR OWN 
CREDENTIALS - WHILE AT THE SAME TIME ISSUING A 
VERSION WHICH DID NOT HAVE TO MAKE MENTION OE THE 
UNITED STATES. WALKING THE TIGHTROPE IS A FULLTIME 
BUSINESS HERE.
